Atlanta is to have newer and much 


larger postoffice quarters. 

It is highly probable that the con- 
gress which convened Monday will 
include in its 19f2 appropriation a 
sufficient amount to erect a modern 
building to be devoted exclusively to 
the handling of the, mails. 

The city has already outgrown the 
handsome million-dollar postoffice, 
which has been completed less than 
two years. In fact, for several months 
floor space in the postoffice has been 
at a premium and the ingenuity of 
Postinaster McKee has been taxed to 
sO arrange the work rooms:as to af- 
ford all possible elbow .room to the 
employees, 

New Home Is Needed. 

The postoffice is only one of many 
government departments which oc- 
cupy the new federal building, and it 
is known that for some time the au- 
thorities hav&é been aware that within 
the next two or three years at the 
most it would be necessary to begin 
the erection of a newwhome for the 
postoffice. : 

Beyond admitting tha; the office is 
very much crowded at present, Post- 
master McKee will not go, and the 
postoffice department at Washington 
is equally reticent. However, reliable 
authority has. it that the d¢epartment 
has already taken eognizance of, At- 
lanta’s needs, whith are rapidly be- 
coming serious, and it is said that the 
government's supervising architect 
will shortly begin the preparations of 
tentative plans for.a building’ that 
will have at least 400 square feet of 
floor space on the ground floor. 

There are but 200 square feet in the 
space at present allotted to the post- 
office. The new postoffice building 
will be but two stories high. The 
first floor will be-used for the actual 
handling of mail and the second for 
the offices of auditors, bookkeepers, 
inepectors and other officials. It will, 
of course, be centrally located, and 
will not, it is believed, cost less than 
$500,000 over and above the cost of 
the lot,

SURGEON GENERAL 


Native af Georgia Is Slated for 
High Honors 


Strong Pressure Is Brought to 
Bear on President Taft to 
Appoint Him to Succeed Dr. 
W yman—His Splendid Work 
in Fighting Yellow Fever. 


It is currently understood that 
President Taft will appoint Dr. Joseph 
H. White, of the marine hospital serv- 
ice, to succeed Dr. Wyman as surgeon 
general. 

Strong efforts are being brought to 
bear to secure the appointment of Dr 
White, and indications are that the 
president will favorably view these 
efforts. 

Dr. White was born in Milledgeville, 
Ga. His father was a resident of that 
town for many years. Dr. White's 
early education was received at Mil- 
ledgeville. A delegation came up 
from Milledgeville yesterday with the 
idea of securing the co-operation of 
officials and others in the effort to 
advance the chances of Dr. White, 
Warren Edwards, prominent in busi- 
ness affairs iw middle Georgia, had an 
interview with Henry 8S. Jackson, at 
the federal building. Mr. Jackson tel- 
egraphed the presidefit as follows: 

“T earnestly beg your favorable con- 
sideration of Dr. Joseph H. White for 
surgeon gmenéral to succeed Dr, Wy- 
man. He is a native Georgiaf, for 
thirty-eight years connected with the 
medical department of the army, and 
the records of the department will 
show that he has served with distinc- 
tion and marked ability. Many of 
your warmest adherents in this state 
are profoundly interested in Dr. 
W hite. HENRY 8S. JACKSON.” 

Has Seen Much Service. 

Dr. White has been in the public 
health and marine hospital service 
Since 1884, He was quarantine officer 
for the coast of Georgia from 1888 to 
1891. During the year 1893 he was 
stationed at Hamburg, Germany, as 
cholera inspector, and in 1894 he was 
advanced to quarantine supervisor. He 
served as emigration medical inspector 
in New York for nearly four years, 
and was advanced to assistant surgeon 
general in 1899. In 1901 he arranged 
for the plague commission when the 
scare was on in California, organized 
the campaign against the disease, and 
Was personally given the credit for 
having prevented its outbreak. Prob- 
ably his most notable achievement 
Was thef quick stamping out of the 
yellow fever outbreak in New Orleans 
in 1905. He was the sanitary dictator 
in that campaign. His prompt work 
and knowWledge of the game caused 
the fever to be: conquered before the 
coming of frost, for the first time in 
the history of the yellow fever fights. 

Dr. White is now president of the 
Amertiean Society of Tropical Medicine. 
He has been indorsed by the American 
Medical Association, and the commit- 
hundred of the American 
Society fur the Advancement of Sci- 
ence have heartily recommended him 
to President Taft. 


UNITED STATES MOVES

Washington, December 4.—After 
months of uncertainty, the United 
States government has taken up with 
the Russian government at St. Peters- 
bure the question of passports for 
American Jews in Russia and the obli- 
gations upon Russia embodied in the 
moucu-uisSCussed treaty of 1832. Presi- 
Taft is awaiting a report from 
American Ambassador Guild, at St. 
Petersburg, which, if it comes tomor- 
row. will be. discussed by the cabinet 
its regular session. If it does not 
a willingness upon the part 
the Russian government to con- 
the question, Mr. Taft may 
recommend to congress legislation that 
would accomplish the end desired.

‘AUTO ORDINANCE 


Are Defeated 


City Fathers Not in Favor of 
Making Vehicles Come tc 
Full Stop When Street Car 
Stops—Parking of Machines 
Downtown Will Continue. 


The new ordinances regulating the 
running of automubiles in the city 
were riddfed by council yesterday af- 
ternoon, and when they came out of 
the conflict there wags very little of 
them left. 

A section was gdopted which includ- 
ed. bicycles and motorcycles as among 
the vehicles to which the new laws 
would apply. 

Another section Was adopted requir- 
ing autos to obey all the regular road 
lags. 

In section four, 


which was also 
adopted, autos are required to have 
good brakes, and must be supplied 
with either warning bells or horns. 
Autos are required to stop the motion 
of engines when they aie at a stand- 
still. 

Under section five, which was adopt- 
ed, the speed for autos Was fixed at 
fifteen miles outsjde the fire limit 
twelve miles inside the fire lim:t and 
six miles on the Whitehall] street via- 
duct. 

Section six was adopted and it pro- 
hibits careless and reckless driving of 
cars. 

Where a Snag Was Struck. 

All was plain running up to this 
Point, but when section seven was 
tackled there was a lively debate 
sprung. The section requires autos, 
motorcycles and bicycles to so come to 
a full stop when approaching a trol- 
ley car. which ig receiving or discharg- 
ing passengers. Alderman Kelley, 
Councilman Evins and Alderman Can- 
dler spoke against the ordinance. 
Councilman Chambers and Counciiman 
McClelland spoke for the ordinance. 
Alderman Grant said he was in sume 
doubt, but believed he would vote for 
the ordinance just to give it a trial.

BANKRUPT IS LIABLE 
FOR SWEARING FALSELY 


Supreme Court Holds There’s 
o Immunity for Perjury 
in Bankruptcy Court. 


Washington, December 4-—A bank- 
rupt is liable to prosecution for per- 
jury if he swears falsely at the first 
meeting of his creditors to inquire 
into his business, according to a de- 
cision todayeby the supreme court of 
the United States. 

Morris Glickstein, of St. Augustine, 
Fla., was indicted in 1909 on a charge 
of perjury, it being alleged that he 
swore the total] number of trunks of 
1 goods sent by him from Jacksonville 
to St. Augustine on a certain day was 
two, whereas it was a greater num- 
ber. Glickstein claimed such a prose- 
cution was not proper. 

The Uniteqg States circuit court of 
appeals for the fifth circuit was un- 
certain about it and asked the su- 
preme court if imnmpunity against the 
prosecution for perjury was contained 
in the bankruptcy act. The court to- 
day answered this in the negative.

Cleveland, Ohio, December 4.—‘It is 
perfectly true that the executive coun- 
cil of the iron workers’ union voted a 
monthly fund of $1,000 to be paid to 
John J. McNamara. There is evi- 
dence to substantiate the charge 
that this money was knowingly voted 
for the purpose of paying it to James 
B. McNamara and Ortie McManigal, 
and that it was used by them in their 
dynamiting operations.” 

That was the statement of Detective 
William J. Burns, who arrived here 
tonight from Akron, Ohio. 

Going After “The Men Higher Up.” 

That he was going after “the men 
higher up,’ and a criticism of Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, were other points 
emphasized by Mr. Burns. 

The detective spent the day in 
Akron, where he investigated the 
Berger Iron Works explosion of July, 
1910. 

“We are going after the men back of 
the McNamaras,” said Mr. Burns, “and 
the investigation will be pushed ener- 
getically till we bring to justice the 
men who are really responsible for the 
dynamiting outrages over the coun- 
try. 

“IT have lately come from Indianap- 
Olis, where I apnferred with United 
States District Attorney Miller. Enough 
evidence will be brought before the 
erand jury at its meeting there De- 
cember 14 to cause a number of in- 
dictments. 

“Drivel and Buncombe.” 

“When Samuel Gompers tells 
people that he was deceived 
McNamaras, he is uttering a lot of 
drivel and buncombe. It is Gompers 
who is fooling organized labor, for he 
knew the McNamaras were guilty, and 
yet, after we had arrested them, he 
Bat in conference with them.” 

Mr. Burns read with interest the 
day’s developments in Los Angeles, but 
said he had no comment to make on 
the added details of the Bain confes- 
sion, or the rumor that arrest of one 
of the counsel for the McNamaras was 
impending.

He 
said the investigation would be push- 
ed in New York, Boston, Chicago, In- 
dianapolis, Cleveland and elsewhere, 
and would be thorough. 

He declined to give out any details 
as to his present or:future plans, sim- 
Ply saying that the dragnet would 
be drawn tightly, and was expected to 
enmesh the ringleaders of the dyna- 
miting outrages. ° 

“Have you any fears of personal vio- 
lence?’ Mr. Burns was asked. 

“None in the least,” he said. “Organ- 
ized labor is my friend.” 

Burns Won’t Ask Gompers, 

Asked tonight about Samuel Gom- 
pers’ statement in New York that he 
was being shadowed by two of Burns’ 
men, William J. Burns made a forceful 
denial.

IN THE DEMAND FOR DEATH 

New York, December 4.—In behalf 
of the Nationa] Erectors Association, 
which employed William J. Burns to 
run down the perpetrators of the Los 
Angeles dynamite outrages, Walter 
Drew, as counsel, issued a statement 
here tonight urging that the McNa- 
maras “make a frank and full confes- 
sion.” Mr. Drew says among other 
things that he doubts the sincerity of 
laber’s demands in urging extreme 
punishment and indicates rather that 
those who take this attitude have an 
ulterior motive. 

Mr. Drew issued the statement in the 
form of a telegram to J. B. Fredericks, 
district attorney at Los Angeles.

“Inasmuch as some of the demands 
for extmere punishment come from 
men who must have known of the 
guilt of the McNamaras and one of 
them,' at least, I know to be implicated 
in several outrages with them, I sin- 
cerely doubt that such démands are 
being made with the sole desire of 
aiding the ends of full and complete 
justice.’’ 

Mr. Drew iterated this evening that

Hilti C. Tuggle, of Stone Mountain,

In fact, Assistant 
District Attorney Ford testifies that witnesses for the defense 
upon which bribery was attempted, have returned to his office 
sums in excess of the rewards offered for the guilty men. 

Organized labor did not drain its pocket, milk its weekly sti- 
pends, for bribery or for smothering justice. Its act of pinching 
and self-sacrifice was for the enforcement of justice and the 
protection of those it assumed to be innocent men. This fresh 
indication that it has been gold-bricked and its ideals lowered, 
will not lessen the wrath of the great body of this organization. 
But far and away above this phase, rises the indictment of

ROAD EXPERT KOCH TALKS 


- 
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SOUTH GEORGIA 


At the request of the board of com- 
missioners of road's and revenue’ of 
Effingham county, Prof. John C. Koch, 
read specialist of the University of 
Georgia, while in Savannah, made a 
yisit to Springfield to confer with 
members of the board on their road 
improvement work, and to assist them 
in the technical features of the work 
Planned for the coming year. 

Effingham county is the first to re- 
ceive Professor Koch's assistance on 
its road work, 

Professor: Koch said, in speaking of 
his visit to Effingham county: 

“I have been much impressed by the 
earnestness and determination of the 
road commissioners in meeting their 
road problem. They have definitely 
Planned their work so as to first im- 
prove the majn north and south road 
through the county, and with the co- 
Operation of the road officials of 
Chatham and Screven counties, this 
road will become an intercounty line 
‘Of great value to all three counties. 
In addition, this main road becomes an 
axis from wkKich roads can be built 
from this road to reach practically all 
points in the county and in this man- 
ner a logical development of roads 
will be undertaken ag funds become 
available. In this way no section of 


good road is isolated from other sec- 
tions, 


“The problem of this county is sim- 
ilar to that of every county in south 
Georgia—that of constructing’ san4- 
Clay roads in place of their sand 
roads, Usually deposits of Clay are 
found at intervals near the road, but 
sometimes these intervals are several 
miles, thus making the cost of hauling 
very large. 

“The first step in the road improve- 
ment should be relocating the road so 
as to secure as direct a route as pos- 
Sible, and at the Same time placing 
the road in the best locatier for cross- 


ing streams, avoiding boggy places 
etc. 


“Fhe next step should be finding 
Clay pits located as conveniently as 
possible. Samples of the clay in these 
Pits should be sent to the Zood roads 
department of the University of Geor- 
gia, with identifying labels attached. 
The samples will be analyzed in the 
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laboratories and a report made on 
them as to best treatment of the clay 
to secure the best results. There ‘s 
neo charge for this service. The tests 
will indicate the best local matertals 
and often the use of unsuitable mate- 
rials can be oided, with the attend- 
ant loss such material would cause, 

“I took a number of samples of 
Clay from the pits already opened up 
in Effingham county and will make 
tests of these materials and advise the 
commissioners regarding the value of 
these materials for the road work. 

“The next step in building the road 
Should be clearing off all trees, stumps 
and vegetation for a 30-foot width of 
road. The surface of the road should 
be graded up so there will be a smooth 
Surface to the roadbed. The sand 
should be shaped off level and then a 
layer of clay 16 feet wide applied 
about six to eight inches thick at the 
center, tapering down to about four 
inches thick at the edge of the clay 
layer. Then sand can be applied in a 
thin coat to the clay surface and the 
traffic will compact this material into 
a uniform mixture of sand and clay 
in the course of six months. During 
this time the road must be Kept 
Shaped up higher at the center than 
at the gides, and must also have all 
depressions filled up with elay and a 
little sand. 

“Eflingham county hag followed in 
feneral the foregoing pian, and as a 
result, with a force of twenty convicts 
it has relocated, graded and clayea 
about thirteen miles of road from 
Springfield to the county line of Chat- 
ham in the past eleven months. The 
expense of this work has been about 
$000 per month. This is a splendid 
showing and an example of what can 
be done in south Georgia. ‘ 

“I inspected the prisoners’ quarters, 
which were in cars fitted with sani- 
tary bunks, heater and other conven- 
iences so that the prisoners are prop- 
erly fed and sheltered in ali weathers. 
The sanitation of the camp and cars 
is wellnigh perfect. The camp and 
the road work are under the direct 
Supervision of Mr. T. H. Hollida, who 
is both warden and road superintend- 
ent.”

ASKS COVERING _ 
FOR THE TEXAS 


Protest Is Made at the Ex- 
posure of Engine to the . 


Weather. 


The exposure of the old engine, 
“Texas,’’ to the weather and the disin- 


tegration of that famous old civil war | 


locomotive has aroused a public de- 
mand that the city provide*’a house to 
protect it from the devastations of the 
elements. 

The Texas was donated to the city 
of Atlanta by the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louls railroad company, 
and early in 1911 the city council ap- 
propriated funds with which to have 
the locomotive removed to Grant Park 
and fenced in so that vandals might 
not molest it, . 

Owing to lack of funds the park 
department has never provided a she!- 
ter for the Texas, and it stands today 
a rusty and fast crumbling memorial 
of the Andrews raid, which was one 
of the most interesting and exciting 
incidents of the war between the 
States, and which is known to every 
schoo] child. 

The public’s protest at the city’s 
neglect of the Texas is voiced in a 
letter written to Mayor Winn' by 
Ralph O. Cochran, the well-known 
real estate man. In part, Mr, Coch- 
ran says: 

‘For some time I have been think- 
ing of writing you a letter as mayor 
of Atlanta, regarding the condition of 
the engine that played such an im- 
portant part in one of the incidents of 
the civil war, this engine now being 
the property of Atjanta and located 
at Grant Park, , 

“There it stands, by day and by 
night, without any cover or protection 
from the sun:and the rain, which are 
rapidly destroying it. It does seem 
like the city of Atlanta could spend a 
few dollars to put a cover over this 
engine and contribute in some way to- 
ward its preseryation. 

“As you know, there is a large 
monument erected in Chattanooga, 
dedicated to the memory of Andrews’ 
radiers, the top part of the monument 
being a reproduction of the “General.” 
No incident of the civil *war thrills 
any mam who is interested in this 
Sreat struggle more than that of the 
Andrews raiders. I would be glad as 
a citizen of Atlanta and the south if 
you would take this matter up with 
the proper committee of our city coun- 
cil and see if something cannot be 
done to save the old engine in Grant 
Park from destruction. 

“I have heard many like expressions 
from our people, and I am sure it ie 
just a matter of oversight and delay 
on the part of our authorities that 
something has not already been done 
to protect it.’’ 

Mayor Winn has referred Mr. Coch- 
ran’s communication -to the park 
board, which meets this afternoon, 
at 4 o'clock. The board will probably 
take some action looking to the cov- 
ering of the Texas.

New York Congressman Denies 
Being Tool of Steel Trust 


Littleton Denounces Secretary 
Martin, of Anti-Trust League, 
and Wm. J. Bryan—Petition 
for the Expulsion of Little- 
ton Is Presented. 


ANTI-TRUST LEAGUE ASKS 
EXPULSION OF LITTLETON 


Washington, December 4,—A pe- 
tition for the impeachment and ex- 
pulsion fram the house of represen- 
tatives of Martin W. Littleton, of 
New York, was presented to Speak- 
er Clark today by Secretary Henry 
B. Martin, of the Anti-Trust League. 
The demand was in the form of a 
memorial and was accompanied by 
a resolution. They were presented 
at the speaker’s office by Mr. Mar- 
tin and a committee while Mr. Lit- 
tleton was on the floor of the house 
making an impassioned speech de- 
nouncing Martin and “his Anti- 
Trust League.” ' 


Washington, December 4.—An in- 
vestigation of the operations of the so- 
called American Anti-Trust League 
was demanded by Republican Leader 
Mann in the house today after a re- 
markable speech by Representative 
Martin W. Littleton, of New York, 
who charged Henry B. Martin, secre- 
tary of the league, with attempting 
to defame him. It was the climax of 
the dispute between Mr. Littleton and 
Chairman Stanley, of the house steel 
corporation investigating committee, 
over methods of procedure since the 
filing of the government's suit against 
the United States Steel Corporation. 

Round after round of applause 
punctuated Mr. Littleton’s seventy- 
minute defense of his integrity and 
democrats and republicans assured him 
of their confidence in him. Meantime 
Mr. Martin had handed to Speaker 


Clark a memorial and petition asking 


that Mr. Littleton be impeached on 
the ground that he had “co-operated 
and conspired with heads of the trust” 
to prevent a continuance of the steel 
inquiry. This memorial, however, was 
not presented to the house. 

Conspiracy to Depress Steel Stocks. 

Mr. Littleton assailed Mr. Martin 
and others as in conspiracy to use the 
steel investigation committee to de- 
press the value of stocks in Wall 
street. Published articles character- 
izing Mr. Littleton as the champion 
of the steel corporation and resolu- 
tions adopted at a meeting here last 
night at which Mr. Martin reiterated 
his charges formed the basis for the 
Littleton speech. 

Mr. Mann’s resolution, which was 
referred to the rules committee, which 
expects to take early action on it, fol- 
lows: 

“Whereas, Hon, Martin W. Littleton 
has on his responsibility as a member 
charged that as a member of this 
house, acting on behalf of the house 
in the investigation of the United 
States Steel Corporation, he has been 
subjected to a blackmailing attack in 
a New York newspaper, made on be- 
half of the _ so-called Anti-Trust 
League: 

“Resolved, That a committee of 
seven members be appointed to in- 
vestigate the circumstances of the said 
newspaper attack, the relations of the 
so-called Anti-Trust League thereto 
and activities of the said league, so 
far as they may be designed to effect 
the action of the house or any com- 
mittee thereof, and that the commit- 
tee have authority to seng for persons 
and papers and take testimony at any 
time in Washington and other places.” 
To Fight Defamation of Public Men. 

Republicans and democrats alike ap- 
plauded vigorously the declaration of 
interest in steel trust affairs were 
“false in every particular.” 

“TI propose to fight to the death the 
defamation of public men in this coun- 
try,” declared Mr. Littleton. 

Chairman Stanley, of the ‘stee] in- 
vestigating committee, remained silent 
during the speech of the New York 
member. The latter in no way at- 
tacked the committee, but said that 
Mr. Martin had attached himself to 
the committee as a “voluntary em- 
ployee” and had migrepresented his 
connection with it. Mr. Littleton’s 
explanation of his own”position on the 
committee and his general sympathy 
with the progress of the investiga- 
tron wee indorsed by Representative 
Gardner, of Massachusetts, a re- 
publican member of the committee, 
who made the only interruption dur- 
ing the speech. 

“Every statement that the gentle- 
man from New York has made as to 
his attitude on the committee is abso- 
lutely true,” said Representative 
Gardner. 


Littleton Defies Bryan. 


secretary of the Anti-Trust 
League, had circulated false accusa- 
tions against him, and he accused 
Martin of consorting with David La- 
mar, a “bear” operator in Wall street, 
to aid in the depression of steel stock, 
He charged that William Jennings 
Bryan had “gone off half-cocked” in 
The Commoner in his comment upon 
the steel investigation. 

Most of Mr. Littleton’s speech was 
devoted to a defense of his‘ position 
on the committee and to a complete 
denials of the accusation that he was 
allied with the “trust interests.” 

“Let me say here,” declared Mr, Lit- 
tleton, “that if, in my service on 
a committee, loyalty to my nrarty re- 
quires me to do as I am bid, either by 
the <Urrupt alliances of Henry B. Mar- 
tin or the intolerant outside influences 
represented by William J. Bryan, or 
the combined influence of both, I shall 
refuse to obey the mandate of my 
party and shall prefer to subscribe 
myself to the obligations of my oath.’ 

Mr. Littleton referred to an inter- 
view in which Martin was quoted as 
having said that he (Martin) uad 
thought Littleton “not fit to serve on 
the steel committee because he had 
been working for the trusts so long, 
but he begged me to be named, and 
promised me that he could and would 
give a fair and impartial service to the 
committee, so that I (Mdrtin) consent- 
ed that he should be appointed.” 

“IT suppose it is useless for me to 
deny this sickening, this silly, this 
stupid lie,” Mr. Littleton declared. “‘I 
confeés to a sense Of amusement at 
the claim made by this Martin that he 
was the author of the resolution, that’ 
he was the man who named the com- 
mrittee.”’

NY ROCKEFELLER 


John DL Abdicales As Head of 
Standard Oil Company, 


With Him Passes Most of the 
“Old Guard”—Not a Rocke- 
feller Remains Among Offi- 
cers and Directors — Arch- 
bold Succeeds Rockefeller. 


New York, December 4—John D. 
Rockefeller terminated his career as 
head of the Standard Oil Company to- 
day. 

With him there also retired most of 
the conspicuous figures of the early 
days of the “oil trust.” Not a Rocke- 
feller remains among the officers and 
directors of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, chief of the oil cor- 
porations, which was the holding com- 
pany up to the time of the recent dis- 
solution of the great combine. 

Wm. M. Rockefeller, Wm. G. Rocke- 
feller, <. M. Pratt,.H. M. Flagler, E. 
F. Bedford and others whose names 
have been prominent in the oil busi- 


‘i ness stepped behind the scenes today. 


John D. Archbold, one of the few 
members of the “old guard” to remain, 
became president of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey and will con- 
trol its destinies, : 
Rockefeller Not Present. 

John D. Rockefeller was not present 
at 26 Broadway, the headquarters of 
the Standard Oil, at the special meet- 
ing in which his’ resignation was 
acted upon. The termination of the 
business career of the man who has 
acquired a unique position in history, 
end amassed what is generally’ re- 
garded ag the jJargest private fortune 
in the world, was a perfunctory pro- 
ceeding. It had been planned in ad- 
vance, although the plans had been 
kept secret. All the information 
vouchsafed at 26 Broadway came in 
the shape. of a brief statement an- 
nouncing the changes, 

Today’s action affects not only the 
New Jersey Company, but a number 
of other corporations in the Standard 
Oil group. Although the list of offi- 
cers and directors is virtually made 
over, the active management will be 
changed but little. To what extent 
today’s action is an outcome of the 
dissolution of Standard Oil was not 
disclosed from any authoritative source. 

Younger Men to Front. 

It is generally understood the deci- 
sion of the United States supreme court 
merely hastened the retirement of men 
whose advancing years made it cer- 
tain they could not retain their 
places much longer. It is regarded 
as probable that Mr. Rockefeller and 
his associates thought younger men 
should re-arrange the affairs of Stand- 
ard Oil under the new scheme, 

Mr. Rockefeller for nearly ten years 
has been only nominally associated 
with.Standard Oil. He has visited 26 
Broadway only about once a year and 
his stays were usually limited to a 
few minutes. After the death of H. 
H. Rogers, Mr. Rockefelle:r’s visits 
became more frequent for a time, 
until gradually responsibility was 
shifted to Mr. Archbold. The succes- 
rion of Mr. Archbold to the presidency 
had been expected. 

From an unofficial source it was 
learned today that the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey has no in- 
tention to change its present capi- 
talization of $100,000,000.

IN ALASKAN CASE 


No Dummy Entrymen Can Be 
Employed to Take Up 
Coal Lands. 


Washington, D. C., December 4.—The 
government today won a sweeping 
victory in its campaign against Alaska 


.cOal lands frauds, when the supreme 


court of the United States decided that 
a person or association is limited to 
one coal land entry in Alaska. Ac- 
cordingly, the court held valid the iIn- 
dictment charging Charles F. Munday 
and Archie W. Shiels with land 
fraud conspiracy. ( 

The decision today not only means 
that Munday and Shields must pro- 
ceed with their trial for alleged con- 
spiracy to defraud the government out 
of Alaskan coal lands, valued at §$10,- 
000,000, but that similar indictments 
at Spokane, Tacoma, Detroit and Chi- 
cago will be pressed. 

The swhbstance of the decision was 
that it is just as much a fraud in 
Alaska as in the United States proper 
to hire dummy entrymen to take up 
coal lands. 

Munday and Shiels were indicted, 
along with others, cn charges of con- 
spiracy to defraud the government by 
seeking to procure for the Alaskan 
Development Company and the Pa- 
cific Coal and Oil Company some 6,000 
acres of Alaska coal land. It was al- 
legeqd that some forty persons were 
induced to make entries, ostensibly for 
themselves, but in fact as the agents 
of and for the use of the two corpor- 
at y tndtetentnt 

e ctments were 
the United States court Pig on Ee 
Washington, but were quashed by 
Judge Hanford on the ground that a 
person or association was limited to 
one entry of coal lands in Alaska. 

Justice Lurton announced the opinion 
of the court, which was unanimous,

RAILROAD LOSES 
$62,000,000 CLAIM 


Washington, December 4.—A $62,000,- 
000 claim of the Misssouri, Kansas and 
Texas Railway Company against the 
United States was dismissed today 
when the court of claims sustained the 
government's demurrer to the _ rail- 
way’s petition for reimbursement for 
every alternate section of land along 
its lines through the Indian Territory, 
now part of the state of Oklahoma, 

The railroad’s claim was founded 
upon the act of July 25, 1866, granting 
alternate sections of land to the rail- 
road which should first reach the 
northern boundary of the then Indian 
Territory, building southward. It is 
claimed the Indian title was extin- 
guished, yet the United States failed 
to carry out its agreement, depriving 
the railroad of. 3,114,368 acres of land, 
valued at $61,287,800. 

The government contended that the 
land never became public in the ac- 
cepted sense and the court holds that 
the Indian lands were, in the absence 
of expressed words of reservation, ex- 
cepted from the operation of the grant 
by the general provisions found in all;

BATTLESHIP DELAWARE 
RAMS CRUISER DIXIE 


New York, December 4.—The auxil- 
iary cruiser Dixie will be put in dry 
dock at the Brooklyn navy yard this 
week as the result of a collision with 
the dreadnought Delaware in the navy 
yard basin late yesterday. The big 
battleship rammed the smaller vesgel 
with enough force to have sunk an or- 
dinary boat, but the usual good luck 
that has been with the American 
navy in all ‘its history again was in 
evidence and the shock was distributed 
so evenly that the cruiser escaped 
with a bad shaking up and a tempo- 
rary list. 

The dreadnought was being taken 
by tugs to a new berth to make room 
for the battledhips Michigan and 
South Carolina. A strong tide took 
the ship out of the control of the tugs 
and it had just enough headway to 
send it bow-on in the direction of the 
Dixie. The tugs made frantic effor;ts 
to prevent the crash, but in vain. 

All expected to see a huge hole torn 
in the Dixie’s side by the ram of the 
dreadnought, but when only inches 
separated the two boats, the Delaware 
veered slightly und hit the Dixie a 
sidelong blow and the ram glanced off 
without doing any. material damage. 
The impact shook the cruiser, rattled 
her rigging and gave her a tilt to port. 
Then the dreadnought eased away and, 
the danger was over. 

Before the battleship was under 
control again, howevér, the deadly 
ram pierced the hull of a steam launch 
which had put out to give emergency 
aid. F 

The launch sank, but the five sailors 
on board escaped.

MONDAY IN CONGRESS. 


Senate: 

Convened at noon. 

Committee appointed to notify 
president congress was in session. 

Senators Smith, of Georgia, and 
Gardner, of Maine, sworn in. . 


Paul D. Wright, a brother of Hon. 
Seaborn Wright, of Rome, is'most em- 
phatic in his belief that the question of 
prohibition should be taken out of the 
hands of politicians and placed upon 
the higher level*‘of being governed 
from the-standpoint of the moral and 
religious convictions of the people. 

Mr, Wright strongly indorses Gov- 
ernor: Brown's position and states: “Is 
it not. a lamentable state of affairs 
when the great state of Georgia can’t 
have a race for governor without drag- 
ging this -moral question down into 
the mud and ‘mire of political strife 
and in this way overshadow all vital 
State issues?” : 

Mr. Wright's Statement. 

Mr. Wright's ‘statement follows: 

“It strikes me it is time in Georgia 
when a great moral question like pro- 
hibition should be eliminated from the 
hands of the politicians and placed up- 
on the higher level of being governed 


religious convictions of the people. No 


of the average politician. You muddy 
the waters of this moral éause when 
the people delegate their moral con- 
victions to be-used by a olass of men 
whose greater purpose it is to use pro- 
hibition as a political wave by which 
they are able to gain political prestige. 
“A mah is just ds much a prohibi- 
tionist who believes in lecal option as 
he who believes in state wide prohi- 
bition. It is only a difference of opin- 
ion along this line. Every sane man 
knows it is wrong to lend his influence 
to intemperance. It is not a question 
of right or wrong, but it is a burning 
question in Georgia as to how people 
aré,to.control this great evil. 


Divorce Question from Politics. 


“Let .this question go back to the 
people divoreed from politics. Let it 
be. settled as an independent moral 
question. Let the voice of the people 
be heard. Let us stand by democratic 


No governor of Georgia has the right 
to settle this question; none,can. Noth- 
ing short of the will of the masses will 
ever place this issue or question where 


You may educate the people to see the 
evil and ultimately control it. You 
ean’t force or coerce them, and never, 
in my judgment, will we successfully 
control this question until it is left to 
the whole people as a single issue, 
independent. of politics and voted on 
from the standpoint of their moral and 
religious convictions. 

“What about the present race for 
governor? Is it not a lamentable state 
of affairs when the great state of 
Georgia can’t have a race for governor 
without dragging this moral question 
down into the mud and mire of politi- 
cal strife and in this way overshadow 
all vital state issues? 

“It is evident to all thinking minds 
that our distinguished jurist, our Plain 
Dick . Russell, expects his local option 
plank, used as a political wave, to land 
him in. the governor's chair. Of course 
this means that the liquor element of 
Georgia is to rally to his support. On 
the other hand, our distinguished citl. 
zen, Pope Brown, says that the state 
wide prohibitionists are backing his 
campaign, and this is a political wave 
which shall land him in office. How 
long is this great moral question to 
keep up a political upheaval in Georgia 
poHtics. The only way, In my humble 
judgment to settle this vexed question 
is to wrest it now and forever from 
the hands of the politician and let the 
good Lord continue to handle this 
question. 

“Now, when {ft comes to the’race for 
governor, looking at the question as I 
do, it is my honest conviction that 
Joe Brown is the only logical and 
safe candidate for the office of gov- 
ernor. No one can dgubt for a moment 
but what Mr. Brown is a man of un- 
impeachable Christian character, a man 
of business ability, conservative and 
unquestionably -a prohibitionist. Four 
years ago, when he ran against Hoke 
Smith he insisted that prohibition 
should not be made a political issue. 
The state-widers were not willing to 
indorge his views, but finally agreed 
that if he would uphold for his term of 
office the state wide statute, they 
would eliminate prohibition from the 
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campaign. No sooner had they agreed 
to this course than the state-widers 
forced the issue, indoresd Mr. Smith 
and econtinted to make prohibition an 
issue in the campaign. 

Brown True to Convictions. 


Mr. Brown at this time, true to his 
former convictions, now says we should 
not again drag this moral question in- 
to’ the mire of political uncertainty 
and demagogy:; that as a moral cues- 
tion it should only be used as a weap- 
on sharpened and tempered with the 
steel of the moral and religious con- 
victions of the people, voted on as a 
single issue and settled by a mojority 
vote.

Every sort of incident had been hap- 
pening from a reception by a party of 
prominent citizens to the blow-out of 
somebody's back tire. Every sort of

An Alarm Clock Start. 

The river was reached Saturday 
morning early. An alarm clock start 
had been made from Baxley, where the 
tourists had abided the night before, 
and as the roads were good and the 
river but twelve miles from that place, 
the motorists were soon near the 
water. 

A 
steep declivity marked the route to the 
ferry landing. It was muddy and 
rutted.

The river was rushing by, broad and 
swift from the recent rains, and the 
tourists flocked to its sandy banks.

They were 
plain flats, unequipped with the usual 
wheel and chain of ordinary river fer- 
ries. The bottoms of the boats were 
newly but insecurely built as they had 
to be baleg constantly. 

Mr. J. Caesar once made his horse 
wade across a river and it was ¢on- 
sidered such a remarkable feat thar it 
has gone down through the ages. The 
Round-the-State Tourists crossed a river 
that would make the Rubicon resemble 
a tear drop rolling down a babys 
cheek and they thought nothing about 
it save that it was part of a day's 
pleasure and a chance to rest from the 
strenudsity of the road. 

Boats Are Pulled Across, 
Two automobiles were placed on

SUIT FOR $185,331 
LOST BY GOVERNMENT 


United States Must Pay That 
Sum for Breach of an En- 
velope Contract. 


Washington, December 4.—The Pur- 
cell Envelope Company, of Hudson, N. 
Y., was awarded $185,331 in a judg- 
ment by the court of claims against 
the United States government for 
breach of contract in the furnishing 
of stamped envelopes and paper to the 
postoffice department from 1898 to 
1902. 

The case dates back to 1898, 
James A. Gary was succeeded by 
Charles Emory Smith as postmaste? 
general. Sealed proposals had been 
asked for by Mr. Gary for furnishing 
stamped envelopes and paper for the 
four vears subsequent to October, 1898. 
On April 20, 1898, the Purcell Envelope 
Company being the lowest of eleven 
bidders, the contract was awarded to 
them. The followtne day a contract 
was drawn up by the department and 
accepted by the company. 

On April 21, 1898, Mr. Gary was 
succeeded by Charles Emory Smith. 
Nothing further was heard from the 
department by the company in regard 
to the contract until notification came 
for the company to suspend all action 
in carrying out the contract and fol- 
lowed on, vulv’ 22 by notification that 
Postmaster General Smith had rescind- 
ed his predecessor's order. 

In its opinion the court held in ef- 
fect that as the company hai been no- 
tified of the acceptance of its bid and 
had subsequently signed a _ contract, 
the contract existed, “and ordered judg- 
ment in favor of the plaintiff.

REVOLUTIONS WORRY 
MEXICAN GOVERNMENT 


Disturbances Are Reported in 
States— Yucatan 
in Revolt. 


Mexico City, December 4.—Revolu- 
tions in Yucatan, Tamaulipag and San 
Lpis Potosi are disturbing the Mexi- 
can government. Vice President Pino 
Suarez, a citizen of Yucatan, declares 
the insurrection in that state is due 
to Delio Moreno Canton, defeated 
candidate for governor. Canton is now 
in New Orleans. In Tamaulipas the 
rebels are led by Emilio Acosta, who 
recently secaped after being arrested 
in Vera Cruz. The San Luis Potosi 
band, apparently, has no leader, At 
the department of the interior today it 
wag admitted that the Yucatan revolt 
is Reyista in character; the known 
leader of the Tamaulipas insurrection 
is a Reyista while the pillagers in San 
Luis Potosi are sacking haciendas to 
the cry of “Viva Reyes.” 

The rebellion in Yucatan is almost 
state wide, according to advices reteiv- 
ed today by the government. So seri- 
ous is the situation regarded that @ 
gunboat was ordered today to proceed 
from Vera Cruz to Progresso with a 
detachment of troops and a full supply 
of ammunition.

REBELS BACKED . 
BY UNITED STATES 
In Effort to Fores Honduras to 


Sign the Morgan Loan 
Agreement. 


New Orleans, December 4.—That the 
United States state department encour- 
aged the Bonilla revolution against 
Honduras last December as a means of 
trying to force the Honduran govern- 
ment to sign the Morgan loan agree- 
ment, is one of the many sensational 
declarations made by Juan EB. Paredes, 
former special financial minister from 
Honduras to the United States, in a 
200-page booklet issued by him here 
today for presentation to senators and 
congressmen at Washington, 

He declares that the Morgan loan 
scheme will go down in history as a 
great international scandal and adds: 

“The subjugation of the group of 
little Central American republics will 
mean the abandonment of the Monroe 
doctrine, the destruction of the Pan- 
American union, a reproach to the 
United States—which has so long 
championed the rights of independence, 
freedom and democracy—and a source 
of bitter feeling and hatred between 
the races on this hemisphere.” 

Senor Paredes, in presenting his 
argument against ratification by the 
United States senate of the proposed 
Morgan loan treaty, publishes the. cor- 
respondence which passed between the 
governments of Honduras, Great 
Britain and the United Stateg relating 
to the loan. 

Paredes declares that the state de- 
partment vimtually submitted to Presi- 
dent Davila, of Honduras, the follow- 


‘fhe ultimatum: 


“The protectorate and the Morgan 
loan, or the revolution.” 

Davila, he says, was forced to agree 
to the proposition and ordered: the 
Morgan agreement to be signed. 

“From what happened afterwards,” 
Paredes adds, “it may be inferred that 
Davila had entered into an understand- 
ing with the state department that the 
revolution would ‘be stopped, provided 
he would put through the treaty and 
the loan. The seizure of the ‘Hornet’ 
and the indictment of the revolutionists 
is significant in. this connection.’ 

Paredes directs attention to the fact

This does 
not include expenditures for fortifica- 
tions of the canal zone, the estimates 
asking an appropriation of $5,640,950 
to be expended for army fortifications 
and mine stations in the zone. For this 
purpose last year $3,000,000 was ap- 
propriated. 

The Army and Navy. 

Under the military establishment 
head, an 
$1,500,000 is asked for sea-coast artil- 
lery. The total estimate for fortifica- 
tions and other works of defense is 
$7,218,899—nearly $2,000,000 more than 
was spent this year. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer's esti- 
mates propose centinuance of the two 
battleship naVal Program, although the 
estimates are $1,000,000 less than this 
year’s appropriations, so far as in- 
crease of the navy is concerned. To 
continue work on the ships now under 
construction and begin construction of 
two battleships and two-colliers, -with 
provisions for equipment, $24,323,473 is 
asked. 

The estimates recommend the appro- 
priation of $29,460,438 fer the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors, prac- 
tically all of it to be expended on 
projects already begun or authorized. 
This is about $500,000 less than the 
appropriation for the presen¢ year. 

The Postal Service. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock esti- 
mates that it will cost him $260,938,463 
to rum the postal service next year. 
This is about $2,500,000 more than the 
department expended this year. An ex- 
perimental parcels post scheme to be 
placed in operation on postal routes 
is proposed in the estimates. and 
$50,000,000 is asked for this purpose.
